The greatest heat and de¬ 
bate at the February 22 reg¬ 
ular meeting of the Green¬ 
belt City Council concerned 
an issue over which the city 
has no actual power. Centre 
Video, located in the rear of 
the Domino's Pizza building 
at Roosevelt Center, is seek¬ 
ing a Departure from Park¬ 
ing and Loading Standards 
(DPLS) from the county 
Planning Board. In the end, 
council voted 4-1 with Coun- 
cilmember Antoinette Bram 
opposed, to oppose the re¬ 
quest. 

In technical terms, the issue 
was relatively minor. Zoning 
regulations call for Centre Video 
to have four parking places for 
its patrons. It has none and is 
seeking a waiver of the full four 
spaces. City Solicitor Robert 
Manzi, Director of Planning 
Celia Wilson and the Advisory 
Planning Board (APB) agreed 
that four spaces in the Roosevelt 
Center area are noit significant.

In spite of the recession 
and shortfall of some rev¬ 
enues, the City of Green¬ 
belt completed the last fiscal 
^ year, which ended on June 
30, with a -small surplus. 
This and a great deal of oth¬ 
er information is contained 
in the Comprehensive An¬ 
nual Financial Report pre¬ 
pared by the city's Depart¬ 
ment of Finance. 

In a joint transmittal letter, 
City Manager Daniel G. Hohbs 
and Deputy City Manager/City 
Treasurer Michael P. McLaugh¬ 
lin advised that Green-belt’s suc¬ 
cess in the last year . . cen¬ 
tered around its ability to rec¬ 
ognize opportunities to reduce 
expenditures without affecting 
the quality of its services.” This 
was done even though the city 

. . continued to face economic 
challenges as the recession failed 
to subside and revenues from 
intergovermmerytal sources were 
either reduced or eliminated.” 

The report indicates that eco- 
nomdc growth did continue at a 
slow pace during much of the 
year, but that there were . , 
signs that the recession’s grip 
on the area was weakening.” 
Positive signs noted were: the 
rental of the entire newly com¬ 
pleted Capitol Office Park Build*- 
ing No. 6 to Digital Equipment 
Corporation for 20 years; a slight 
increase in borne construction 
with 66 single family homes be- 


The APB recommended support 
of the waiver. 

Beyond the technical issue, 
however, was the history of the 
operation. According to city 
Director of Planning Celia Wil¬ 
son, the store opened last May 
without having obtained a use 
and occupancy permit despite 
having been alerted to the need 
for such a permit by the city. 
Mary DePriest, one of the store’s 
owners, denied that the city had 
told them they needed a permit. 

According to a chronology pre¬ 
pared by the city staff, the 
store was cited by the county in 
July for operating without a 
permit, but has been granted 
a grace period, since extended 
twice, to come into compliance 
with the zoning regulations- 

Complicating matters is the 
fact that a second video store 
opened in Roosevelt Center at 
roughly the same time. The op¬ 
erators of this store presented 
a letter to council opposing the 
DPLS for Centre Video. They 
said that their operation had 
been beld in limbo for eight 
months over code requirements 
and that to grant the requested 
waiver to a competitor who had 


ing built at Greenspring and 21 
townhouses at Belle Pointe; the 
grpunclbreakdng for the new fed¬ 
eral courthouse to be completed 
in the Sipring of 1994; the re¬ 
construction of the Baltimer- 
Washington Parkway interchange 
with Greenbelt Road; and the 
construction of a 73,000 square 
foot “super” Giant supermarket 
at Beltway Plaza. 

City Initiatives 

In order to reduce costs, city 
positions were combined or 
phased out and goods and ser¬ 
vices were aggressively sought 
from vendors offering the great¬ 
est value, according to the re¬ 
port. The city re-evaluated its 
insurance coverage and changed 
vendors to reduce expenditures 
by more than $100,000. Although 
revenues for capital construction 
funds were reduced, the loss was 
offset by lower than expected 
cons»truction bids resulting from 
heavy competition among bddders 
hit by tbe recession. 

Capital projects completed 
were the Aquatic and Fitness 
Center opened in ^September, 
1991, the first phase of the de¬ 
velopment of Scbrom Hills Park 
(despite loss of Program Open 
Space funding) and w'ater qual¬ 
ity improvements to Greenbelt 
Lake. The report takes note of 
the “partnership” with George 
Christacos, owner of the two 
original buildings at Roosevelt 
Center , , whereby the city 
guaranteed financing of improve¬ 
ments to the shopping center and 


opened without meeting the legal 
requirements constituted a dou¬ 
ble standard that was “damag¬ 
ing and absurd.” 

Midgett Parker, an attorney 
representing Centre Video, said 
that his clients did not have 
legal counsel when they opened 
the store. They thought they 
had complied with all regulations 
and were surprised when they 
were cited for the zoning viola¬ 
tion. 

Bram saw the issue of the 
second video store as irrelevant. 
She asked Hobbs whether his 
intent was to punish Centre 
Video so the other store can get 
even for what it had to go 
through. Later citing a letter 
cii'culated to council, she feared 
that the issue had become al¬ 
most a personal one and asked 
that council base its position 
solely on the technical issues. 

In moving that the city oppose 
the DPLS, council member 
Thomas White said he was fo¬ 
cusing on technical issues. He 
noted concerns about the loca¬ 
tion of the store and its effect 
on traffic patterns in the center.

the owner donated funds to up¬ 
grade a ciity-owned parking lot.” 
The report claims that this . . 
innovative arrangement will save 
taxpayers over $460,000 in con¬ 
struction costs. 

Future Developments 

The report advises its readers, 
many of whom will be holders 
or prospective holders of city 
bonds, that the city will be ac¬ 
quiring Greenbelt Center Ele¬ 
mentary School in September 
1993 and converting it into a 
community center. To accomp¬ 
lish this, the city plans to issue 
three million dollars in general 
obligation bonds. 

The city plans to expand code 
enforcement. (This was initiated 
after the report was completed). 
Both the inspection of rental 
units and the monitoring of sedi¬ 
ment control procedures, func¬ 
tions formerly performed by the 
county are to be done by the 
city. The city intends to inspeict 
rental undts on an annual basis, 
rather than the county’s prac¬ 
tice of every other year. Con¬ 
cern for aging rental properties 
within the city and cutbacks by 
the county in the number of in¬ 
spectors were cited as reasons 
for the city taking over housing 
inspection. 

The report takes note that 
Greenbelt’s neighbor, Goddard 
Space Flight Center will be 
growing into the future- Goddard 
is the coordinating center for 
three of the National Aeronautics

Serious Accident 
At Mandan Rd. 

Ac'cording to the Greenbelt 
Police, on February 23 at 6:17 
am., officers responded to a 
report of a motor vehicle acci¬ 
dent in the area of Greenbelt 
Road at Mandan Road. Prelimi¬ 
nary investigation reveals that 
a 1992 Dodge Caravan was 
traveling eastbound in the far 
righthand lane of Greenbelt 
Road when it hit a patch of ice. 
The vehicle then veered left, 
traveling across all three east- 
bound lanes of Greenbelt Road, 
across the grassy median strip, 
and struck the driver’s side of a 
1987 Chevrolet Camaro traveling 
in the far left lane of west¬ 
bound Greenbelt Road. 

Upon striking the Camaro the 
van rolled over the vehicle, flip¬ 
ping end over end at least twice, 
according to witnesses. The van 
came to rest on its side, with 
the Camaro coming to rest on 
the north curbside of westboand 
Greenbelt Road. 

The driver of the Dodge van 
and occupant were transported 
to Prince Georges Doctor's Hos¬ 
pital, where they were treated 
and released. The driver of the 
Oamaro was transported to the 
Prince Georges General Hospi¬ 
tal’s Shock Trauma Unit.

More on Trails 

I hope Mr. Giese won’t mind 
if I use his column, “On Trails 
Being Natural,” as an oppor¬ 
tunity to address the debate of 
trail construction and mainte¬ 
nance in Greenbelt. 

Prom my perspective, I feel 
that there is really an under¬ 
lying struggle beneath the argu¬ 
ments over “natural” and “un¬ 
natural” pathways. Many citi¬ 
zens came together to save 184 
acres of “wooded” property 
within Greenbelt. They came to¬ 
gether for many reasons. One 
reason seemed to me to be the 
desire to express their concerns 
over the degraded condition of 
our glo'bal environment. As aver¬ 
age citizens, what could they do 
to help reduce destruction, what 
could they do to stop rain for¬ 
est deforestation, what could 
they do? 

“It’s just a few trees” philoso¬ 
phy has brought us to where we 
are today with a polluted en¬ 
vironment. We are looking for 
a new language to speak with 
in environmental terms. We seek 
to build a body of knowledge 
that supports rational decision¬ 
making. 

In Mr. Giese’s column what I 
heard was the same approach 
to a prorblem. justifying an ac¬ 
tion because it was cost-effec¬ 
tive in man hours and budgetary 
expenditures. I did not hear any 
definitions or analysis of the 
environmental costs in creating 
paved pathways. 

Mr. Giese did paint a dramatic 
picture of exposed soil, dying 
roots, barren gouges and dra¬ 
matic quagmires. It is just that 
picturesque. I did not learn any¬ 
thing about forest ecosystems 
or what are the number and 
types of migrating birds that 
breed each spring in Greenbelt’s 
woods. How many trees make 
a forest? How small is an eco¬ 
system? How much oxygen can 
184 acres of woods produce? I 
got no sense of limits. 

What is the goal of paved 
pathways? Access. Mr. Giese ex¬ 
pressed the need to allow access 
to the property for all persons. 
In other forums may activities 
like bike riding, wheel-chair ac¬ 
cess, ballfields and the ability 
to drive maintenance trucks into 
the woods to maintain the paths 
have been expressed as “needs.” 
It seems that if all of Greenbelt 
can not physically use the prop¬ 
erty, someone has lost some¬ 
thing. 

Just as I, along with the 
world’s population, benefit by the 
existence of a healthy rain for¬ 
est in South America that I can¬ 
not visit at my leisure, expense 
or convenience, I and all Green- 
belters benefit from having an 
undisturbed woodland in Green¬ 
belt. 

Please do not turn our little 
piece of wilderness into another 
landscaped sports area with ball- 
fields and “paved” pathways.

Trail Update 

I am writing this letter in 
hopes of clearing up a matter 
that was the topic of a recent 
News Review editorial. The edi¬ 
torial urged council to pursue 
a paved path through GHI prop¬ 
erty at the end of the city’s 
Northway Stream Valley Park 
pathway. This path currently be¬ 
comes a dirt trail after passing 
through the tube tunnel under 
Hillside Roiad. The GHI Wood¬ 
lands Committee held advertised 
meetings to get input from the 
public and homeowners several 
months ago. After this meeting 
a report was made to the GHI 
Board of Directors with recom¬ 
mendations for treatment of this 
property. The GHI Board has 
voted to implement these recom¬ 
mendations. 

The plan calls for surfacing 
the path with woodchips bor¬ 
dered by limbs and branches ob¬ 
tained on site to slow erosion 
and provide less messy footing 
in wet weather. It should be men¬ 
tioned that no one who attended 
these meeting, evpressed a desire 
for a hard surfaced path. At the 
meeting I asked if anyone was 
interested in a more durable 
surface such as stone dust. No 
one was interested, 

A bridge is to be built of 
treated lumber at a point where 
the path crosses an eroded gully, 
TJiis should simplify the walk 
through these woods since it 
will no longer be necessary to 
walk through the mud in the 
gully or hop between log^. There 
was general supi>ort for this al¬ 
though it was clear that those 
who attended the meeting wanted 
the least conspicuous structure 
possible. 

The residents of the area com¬ 
plained about brush clearing 
that was done over the past 
year or so and stated that pre¬ 
viously the brush had seiwed as 
a screen,between buildings which 
back to the woods. A planting 
plan was drawn up to address 
these cancerns. Plants w'ill be 
installed in areas needing screen¬ 
ing that were identified by the 
residents. 

Finally some suggestions were 
made to help stabilize the banks 
of the stream that drains runoff 
from buildings and parking lots 
in this area. It may be necessary 
to obtain permits for this work 
before it can begin. 

I hope this clarifies the status 
of this area and would encourage 
residents to watch for the an¬ 
nouncement in the News Review 
of volunteer work days to com¬ 
plete this project.

Site Important 

This letter is in regards to 
the excellent article by Betsy 
LikowSki concerning the prehis¬ 
toric campsite found along In¬ 
dian Creek. 

As an extention of this well 
presented news item, I wish to 
add that the site is one of about 
15 sites that I have surface col¬ 
lected from and recorded with 
the state archeologist about 10 
years ago. The artifacts col¬ 
lected with my field notes were 
donated to the state of Mary¬ 
land—^State archeologist. A re¬ 
view of my field notes sho-ws 
an extract of a letter from the 
state archeologist as follows: 
“Bifurcated base points surface 
collected . . indicates an 

Early Archaic Period covering 
the time span of 6,000 BC to 
4.000 BC. These points consid¬ 
ered with a bannerstone (one- 
half) indicates this site to be an 
archaic camp site.” The bifur¬ 
cated points, some say arrow¬ 
heads, is named St. Albans since 
it was first discovered at St. 
A'Jbans, West Virginia. 

The real reason for writing 
this letter is to point out that 
the site testing (digging) by a 
contract archeologist was in 
compliance of a public law re¬ 
garding archeological sites on 
federal land. The conclusions and 
recommendations contained in the 
final report to WAMATA and 
others contained some significant 
points, v/hich I believe have not 
been considered. 

I write this since my observa¬ 
tions of the site while driving 
the beltway and crossing the 
railroad overpass shows some ex¬ 
tensive engineer efforts. This 
would be a fine project for an 
investigative reporter ' to pursue 
in so far as compliance with a 
public law particularly a site of 
this importance concerning the 
ancient original natives-

Did You Know . . . ? 

Financial Facts 

The following is a compilation of miscellaneous data 
contained in the Comprehensive Annual Financial Report 
of the City of Greenbelt for the fiscal year eliding June 30, 
1992. Information of this kind is provided in the report to 
help investors in city bonds and bond rating houses gain a 
better ujiderstanding of the nature of the city and its eco¬ 
nomic viability. 

—City expenses increased from 
$5.5 million to $10 million since 
1983. a 284 percent increase. Tax 
revenues increased 313 percent 
over the same period. Property 
v'alues increased 390 percent. The 
city tax rate increased from 
$1.03 to $133 per hundred dol¬ 
lars assessed value over the same 
period while the total tax rate 
paid to all governmental agen¬ 
cies dropped from $4,175 to 
$3.8978. The major reason for 
the decrease was the city’s suc¬ 
cessful efforts to stop the county 
from billing city taxpayers for 
sendees provided by the city by 
initiating a tax differential in 
1985. 

—The five biggest taxpayers 
in the city are: Springhill Lake 
Associates, the owners of the 
Springhill Lake Apartments; 

Greenbelt Hornes^ Inc., the coop¬ 
erative which owns most of the 
original government-built homes 
in Greenbelt and whose resident 
members own leases in perpet¬ 
uity to their homes rather than 
fee simple title, which is in the 
cooperative’s name; Springhill 
Lake Associates, again, as own¬ 
ers of the Capital Office Park; 

Beltway-Green Properties, owm- 
ers of the Beltway Plaza; and 
the California State Retirement 
System which owns Maryland 
Trade Centers I and II. 

—Considering its share of all 
debt for all governmental agen¬ 


cies, Greenbelt property owners 
and residents owe more than 
$49 million. Of this, over $24 
million is debt being paid for 
by revenue producing operations, 
which more than likely obtain 
their money from property own¬ 
ers and residents in other ways- 
Most of the self-supporting debt 
is owned by the Washington 
Suburban Sanitary Commission. 
Not included, is Greenbelt’s share 
of the national debt. 

—If the local debt were to be 
ctivided equally among the resi¬ 
dents of Greenbelt, each one 
would owe over $24,000. 

—Greenbelt is six square miles 
in area. It has 24.38 miles of 
paved streets, and .75 miles un¬ 
paved. It has 495 acres of parks, 
three recreation centers, four 
athletic field complexes, 10 ten¬ 
nis courts, and two public swim¬ 
ming pools. There are 808 street 
lights and 15 traffic-light-con¬ 
trolled intersections. The city has 
172.5 authorized employees in 
full-time equivalents (i.e., two 
half-time employees equals one 
employee) and 7,481 registered 
voters. 

—There ae 714 single family 
detached homes; 2,846 town 
houses and 6,014 rental and con¬ 
dominium apartments for a total 
of 9.574 housing units. The city’s 
population in 1992 is estimated 
to have been 20,267, over 800 
less than in 1990.

(Continued from page one) 
and Space Adlministration's new 
and developinig projects — the 
Huflbible Space Telescope, the 
Earth Observing System (EOS) 
and the space station/platform. 
('Recent press reports indicate 
that the spJace station project 
may be in for severe budget re¬ 
ductions). Goddard is expanding 
its facility in order to provide 
for the needed space for the em¬ 
ployees related to these proj- 
cts, the report states, and pres¬ 
ently has under construction a 
192,000 square foot facility to 
house the EOS project. 

Financial Information 

Most of the report is filled 
with tables and schedules of fi¬ 
nancial information relating to 
the last fiscal year. The financial 
data has been certified as beinig 
“fairly stated^^ by the city audi¬ 
tors, Wooden and Benson, CPA. 

Revenues for the city^s prin¬ 
cipal operating fund, the Gen¬ 
eral Fund, were slightly over 
$10 million, a 6-7 percent in¬ 
crease over the previous year, 
but $168,73'3 short of budget 
estimates (see table on fac¬ 
ing page). Expenditures, also 
slightly over $10* ^ million, 
were $283,426 less than the bud¬ 
get and only 3.6 percent greater 
than for the previous year. The 
budgetary surplus of $114,693 
plus other accounting adjust¬ 
ments resulted in the city's sur¬ 
plus (technically called unre¬ 
served, undesignated fund bal¬ 
ances) increasing by $178,607 to 
$711,469. (It has been the city's 
policy in the. past to maintain 
a surplus of at least five and 
preferably 10 percent of budget. 
The current surplus is 6.6 per¬ 
cent of the fiscal ye'ar 1993 
adopted budget). 

The principal reasons for reve¬ 


nue growth were increased prop¬ 
erty tax revenues resulting from 
a three cent inicrease in the 
property tax rate and some in¬ 
crease in the total assessed val¬ 
uations of property, and in¬ 
creased service charges result¬ 
ing from revenues from the in¬ 
door pool. Exieept for Public 
Safety and Parks and Recrea¬ 
tion, the expenditures for the 
city operations actually de¬ 
creased slightly as compared to 
the previous year. The $440,000 
increase in Park and Recreation 
expenses was due primarily to 
the cost of operating the new 
indoor pool facility and to a 
lesser extent to increased park 
maintenance cost resulting from 
the opening of Sohrom Hfjlls 
Park. 

Swimming pool revenues for the 
year were $293,158. Swimming 
pool expenditures for both the 
indoor and outdoor pools were 
reported as $450,419 resulting in 
a pool operating deficit of $157,- 
261. Revenues were 65 percent 
of expenses. Pool costs for the 
first year exceeded the adopted 
expectations by over $43,000. 
However, revenues also exceeded 
expectations by over $43,000, 
thereby holding the pool operat¬ 
ing deficit to that originally 
projected by staff prior to the 
city having any operating cost 
or revenue history for the pool 
operation. Not included in the 
cost of pool operations is the 
cost of principal and interest on 
the bonds sold to finance the 
construction of the indoor pool 
Capital Project Funds 

The city uses special fund ac¬ 
counts for a num‘ber of special 
purpose activities. Each fund has 
its own revenues, expenditures, 
assets and liaibilities. Some of 
these funds are required to be 
maintained by laws and agree¬ 
ments, others in order to better 


keep track of some special* pur¬ 
pose financial activities. 

The most significant funds are 
the Capital Project Funds. Three 
of these funds are used to ac¬ 
count for the expendliture of the 
proceeds of authorized bond is¬ 
sues. The fourth provides an 
accounting of the money volun'- 
tarily set aside each year by the 
city council for use on a variety 
of construction projects set forth 
in its capiital improvement pro¬ 
gram. 

The Capital Improvement 
Fund II accounts for the expen¬ 
diture of the six million dollar 
bond issue authorized in 1986. 
Last year's expenditures of 
$921,570 overspent the funds 
available by $288,770. This 
excess was temporarily made up 
by using other city funds. Funds 
were used primarily for comple¬ 
tion of the indoor pool, the last 
major project to be funded by 
this bond issue. 

The Capital Improvement Fund 
III accounts for the $1,000,000 
bond issue for developing Schrom 
Hills Park. 'The city spent $822,- 
509 last year on the park, leav¬ 
ing only $49,039 in the fund. 
Only $12,294 was spent in the 
Capital Improvements Fund IV, 
which accounts for expenditures 
to renovate Center School. The 
bonds authorized have not been 
sold, and in the meantime this 
fund has ‘^borrowed” from other 
city funds. Expenditures were 
for project planning. 

The Capital Projects Fund 
spent $895,9&3 on a variety of 
projects. It has a fund balance 
of $881r317, of which half has 
come from the issuance of a tax 
anticipation note of $441,000 to 
finance the cost of center park¬ 
ing improvements to be under¬ 
taken shortly and which are to 
be paid for by Christacos.

Both council memhers Edward 
Putens and Rodney Roberts cited 
traffic concerns in supporting 
White's motion Mayor Gil Weid^ 
enfeld also voted aye- 

Attick Park Lease 
Council unanimously approved 
a motion granting the operator 
of the laks park concession stand 
a waiver of the five percent 
franchise fee of $698 due for the 
1992 season. At its January 25 
regular meeting council had 
agreed to pay some of the cost 
of providing electricity to the 
stand and to temporarily reduce 
the franchise fee. 

City Solicitor Robert Manzi. at 
counciFs request, developed sev¬ 
eral reasons for granting the 
waiver. These included the rec¬ 
reational and security benefits 
to the city of having a concession 
operation, the likelihood that 
granting the waiver would be 
less expensive than for the city 
to provide the services if the cur¬ 
rent concessionaire failed and 
the fact that the operator had 
to make unexpected repairs to 
the facility to meet health and 
building regulations. 

Underground Cable 
Council granted Cellular One 
permission, in exchange for a 
$3,293 fee. to use the city right- 
of-way to lay an underground 
cable between its offices in Capi¬ 
tal Office Park and the Golden 
Triangle. The cable will follow 
Ivy Lane to Crescent Road, 
Crescent to Southway, Southway 
to Greenbelt Road and Greenbelt 
Road to Walker Drive. 

City Director of Planning Celia 
Wilson said the company would 


dig trenches to place the cable 
in grassy areas. However, it 
would be tunneled under side¬ 
walks, driveways and streets and 
placed outside the drip line of 
trees. There will be no digging 
up of roadways, she said. 

Council memiber Antoinette 
Bram wanted the money placed 
in the city's emergency assist¬ 
ance fund, rather than in the 
general fund.

State Withholding PoOcy 
Regarding Household Help 

T^e current publicity surround¬ 
ing hiring domestic help ha« 
prompted a wave of calls to state 
income tax offices from tax¬ 
payers asking about withholding 
taxes for those providing domes¬ 
tic services, according to Mary¬ 
land State Comptroller Louis L. 
Goldstein. 

“Many callers are asking if 
they are required to withhold 
state income taxes from the pay- 
checks of those who provide 
household services,” Mr. Gold¬ 
stein said. 

Under Maryland law, domestic 
services are exempt from state 
income tax withholding require¬ 
ments. Domestic services include 
services provided in a private 
home, or the local chapter of a 
college fraternity or sorority. 

Other household employees are 
subject to withholding only if 
they are paid over $490 per 
month. 

"As a convenience to the em¬ 
ployee, however, employers may 
volunteer to withhold state in¬ 
come taxes from the w'ages of 
employees providing domestic 
services,” Mr, Goldstein added.

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Cold Weather Doesn’t Deter 
D.C. Roadrunner Racers

How cold was it? You couldn’t judge it from about 12 
runners who ran in the D.C. Road Runners 10 and 20 mile 
races on December 26, 1992 wearing running shorts, T-shirts 
and no hats while the rest of the 135 finishers were bundled 
up, including the officials in the 30-35 degree temperature 
made even lower by the strong winds on Beaver Dam and 
Research Roads. About 10 runners dropped out by cutting 
the course short to get back to the hot drinks. 


The closest finish in the 16- 
year history of this lO-mile race 
came when less than one second 
separated Scott Douglas 28, 
Bethesda, Md, who outkicked Jim 
Hage, 34^ of nearby Lanham, 
winning in 57 minutes and 53 
seconds. These two runners ran 
together the whole way at not 
a fast pace, averaging 5:45 j 
mile. Hage won this race in 1991 
in 56:58 and has won the 20-mile 
here as well as the Washington'a 
Birthday Marathon twice, Thli 
year he placed 16th in the Olym¬ 
pic Marathon Trials. Bob ObertI, 
45, was 4th and the first master 
runner in 1:01:31, 

Six Greenbelters finished the 
10-mile, led for the second year 
by Kevin Wilkinson, 37, in 6th 
place in one hour and 3 minutes. 
Other Greenbelters were: Ren 
LaBel, 30, 49th in 1:24:45, John 
Salemme, 34, 56th 1:29:01, Joe 
Broderick, 54, 68th in 1:30:32, 
Mark McElreath, 48, 61st In 
1:31:21 and Sid Conger, 63, 65tb 
in 1:35:28. Two 72-year-old men 
finished in 2:08:02 and 2:17:09, 
respectively. 

The first woman was Marny 
Gilluly, 43, Washington, D.C. In 
1:08:68 who also set a new mas* 
ters record for this race. (In 
1991 3rd place woman finisher 
Judy Bugyi, 45, Sjtate College, 
Pa. set the previous masters rte- 
ord of 1:09:30). Gilluly won over 
Chris Stockdale, 48, Takoma 
Park, in 1:09:40. 

Lending an international fla¬ 
vor to our race were two visitors 
from Munich, Germany, Charlotte 
Hale and Elvira Becker finished 
in 1:25:06 and 1:42:11, respec¬ 
tively. No Greenhelt women fin¬ 
ished in either race.

20-mile race in Greenhelt (at one

The bad news. If your car has an “interference engine,” your engine may have sufleretl uiieniai 
damage. In addition to the inconvenience, the cost of the tow and belt replacement, you may 
need a new engine! 

What is an interference engine? 


An engine is either “interference" or “free-mniiing'' 
depertding on its design. If the uming belt breaks 
in an interference engine, an open valve may be 
struck by a moving piston. This can result in 
expensive repairs.

This ❖ 
means that the pistons will collide with the exhaust % 
valves if valve timing is interrupted, normally caused by *1* 
valve timing belt failure. A normal preventive mainten- ^ 
ance valve timing belt service goes out the door around ? 
$300 - $400, depending upon application and components % 
installed; now it turned into a $900 - $1,200 project. •> 
This makes me sick because this is a preventable type ❖ 
of repair!!! And, my advice was not taken seriously. $ 

Engine valve timing belts are a part of vehicle pre- 
ventive maintenance service requirements and need to % 
be addressed in accordance with the time and mileage. 
Not all ei^ines are interference engines, and internal 
damage will not occur. We have a listing that determ- % 
ines which engines fall into this category. §

Nearly 2.5 per cent of the re¬ 
turns processed by February 1 
contained an error in figuring 
the local income tax. For 1992, 
Prince Georges County increased 
its tax rate to 60 percent. The 
tax rate is based upon where the 
taxpayer lives, not where he or 
she works. 


(Concert Charms Audience

David and Ginger Hildebrand 
charmed their audience on a re- ' 
cent evening at Mishkan Torah 
Synagogue with their playing, 
sing-ng and friendly banter. 
Dressed 'n period costume of co¬ 
lonial America, they performed 
on a variety of early instruments 
which, except for the 200-year- 
old violin, were reproductions of 
those played in the 17th and 
18th century. 

The concert was an education¬ 
al program in itself as the Hil¬ 
debrands described the history 
of their instruments and their 
research into the authentic tunes 
they performed. The violin was 
the most popular instrument of 
colonial America used by 80 per¬ 
cent of the early musicians. Oth¬ 
er instruments included several 
types of guitars, flutes, the ham¬ 
mered dulcimer and the harpsi- 
cord, the latter being owned only 
by the wealthy few. The toe-tap¬ 
ping melodies and verses had an 
earthy quality that provided a 
window into the spirit and con¬ 
cerns of the times. 

The couple has been perform¬ 
ing together professionally since 
1980. David received his Ph.D. 
in musicology from Catholic Uni¬ 
versity in 1992. His doctoral 
thesis was on music in Annap¬ 
olis before the revolution. Ginger 
has an M.M. in guitar perform¬ 
ance from the Peabody Conser¬ 
vatory. The couple’s music has 
been used on the sound tracks 
for movies, stage productions and 
various other recordings. 

If the performance of the Hil¬ 
debrands is a measure of the 
quality of artistic expression 
found in this area, one need not
